2005 Senate Bill 183

Currently, the Department of Commerce (DOC) may make up to $1,500,000 in manufacturing
extension center grants. The bill increases this limit to $2,000,000 in each fiscal year, and increases
funding for manufacturing extension center grants by $1,150,000 general purpose revenue in each fiscal
year.

Senate Substitute Amendment 1

Senate Substitute Amendment 1 provides that the DOC shall make grants from the appropriation
for the Wisconsin Development Fund not to exceed $350,000 in fiscal year 2005-2006 and $350,000 in
fiscal year 2006-2007 to technology-based nonprofit organizations to provide support for a
manufacturing extension center.

Legislative History

On February 14, 2006, the Joint Committee on Finance offered Senate Substitute Amendment 1;
recommended adoption of the substitute amendment by a vote of Ayes, 16; Noes, 0; and recommended
passage of the bill, as amended, by a vote of Ayes, 16; Noes, 0.
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
